report made to the United States Government by the Military 
Commission, sent to Europe during the Crimean War, attracted 
the emulative attention of all the light infantry tacticians of 
America. Instinctively a military people, our young men were 
fascinated with the stories of the agile, impulsive, effective and 
somewhat dramatic movements of “The Zouayes,” and the tour 
of the Chicago Zouaves but added zest to a desire which inspired 
most of the young military aspirants. This feeling found a 
prompt exhibition in the chief cities in the formation of compa- 
nies in imitation. When Colonel Ellsworth’s corps visited New 
York last summer the excitement about light infantry tactics 
arose to fever pitch. Although strict in discipline, still the 
movements gave a sufficiently free-and-easy margin to the usual 
military drill, which was especially attractive. 

Immediately a number of Zouave companies were organized, 
one of which, taking their name from the State, appointed 
Colonel R. C. Hawkins as drill-officer, no regular commander 
having been appuinted. Since the war excitement broke out the 
company has been recruiting and extending itself into a regi- 
ment, at the head of which it has placed its brave and efficient 
drill-master.

Foreign News. 


England.—?Parliament has resumed its sittings, but little of importance 
has been debated beyond the Budget, which Gladstone introduced on the 15th. 
The Volunteer Reviews ov Easter Mondsy seem to have stirred the heart of 
England as much as our military gatherings have us. The Southern cause, 
winch before’ seemed to find favor on account of the miserable Morrill Tariff 
Bill, has evigently lost ground, and the sympathy of both people and Govern- 
ment is with the Union party. There had been some interchange of diplomatic 
notes between the English and French Governments on the Syrian question, 
aod trouble wes anticipated between them on that topic. The building of 
steel-clad vessels of war continued with unabated vigor. . 

A writ of execution has been is-ued against the Great Eastern, at the suit of 
Scott Russell, for satisfaction of his claims. 

It is reported that the conservatives of the British Parliament are preparing 
a strong Opposition to Gladstone’s project, in the hope of a ministerial crisis. 

Tho budget was opened, April 23, in the House of Commons, and debated. 
Tie opposition denounced jt generally , but proposed no amnendment. 

France.—Warlike preparations on a scale of surpassing magnitude were 
going on, and a war was considered imminent. Seme considered with England, 
others with Austria and Germany. There scems no doubt that Europe is 
becoming tired of straining her re ources merely to keep up wita the enormous 
military preparations of Louis Napoleon. The pamphlet which had been 
threatened on Turkey bas not yet appeared. Russia had declined joining 
France in any effort at Fastern pacification, in consequence cf a suspicion that 
France had enco raged the Polish disturbaners. 

Austria.—General Benedek had reviewed a large body of troops tn Vene- 
tin, and made a warlike speech. Everything pointed to a collision between the 
Austrians and Piedmontese. Hungary remained discontented, although the 
Fmperor bad y ranted their demands. The chronic disease of the oge is nation. 
ality, which a great poet has called the egoti:m of a people. The Empress of 
Austria was expected back in the course of the month, the British yacht being 
on the point of starting for Madeira to take her to Trieste. 


Italy.—Victor imanue!l has been recognized as King of Italy by Fogland 
and Sweden. Preparations for a campaign were progressing. Garibaldi was 
in Turin, and had made a violent speech against Cavour’s treatment of the 
voluntee:s. It was expected he was planning an attack on Austria, but nothing 
certain was known of his designs, some saying he meditated a diversion in 
Hungary, while others said Venetia. 

Germany.—Both the French and English papers declare that France, 
England and Rus:ia are agreed upon the settlement of the Schleswig-Holstein 
dificulty, consequently there can be little fear of a rupture between Denmark 
and Prussia on that question. Prussia is, however, armed to the teeth, and a 
beter understanding exists between the courts of Berlin and Vienna. 


Russia.—1be ¢mancipation of the serfs is an accomplished fact, so far as 
imperial proclamation can mke it. It is to date from Ist March, 1863. This 
felay is to give time to arrange certaic matt-rs between the nobles and the 
eerfs, touching the land quesiion, &c. The nobles are by no means friendly to 
the measure, and trouble is auticipated. 


Spain.—The news of the occupation of San Domingo had reached Furope. 
The London Times had condemned the act, and the Spanish ministers bad 
decided to accept the sovereignty if the people voted it and European powers 
dicn’t protest. 

Japan.—The aspect of affairs in these islands is of a very threatening 
character. The British Consul, Mr. Alcock, had writen a very severe letter to 
the Ja; anese Government, and tbe fleets of England and France were expected 
every day in tve harbors of Javan. There was no security for the life of for- 
eigners, the atsaasivations being encouraged by tho Tycoon and his ministers. 
A | the for: ign consuls, wth the exception of Mr Harris, the American minis- 
ter, had leit Jeddo and gone to a seaport where there were foreign ships-of-war

China.—It was rumored that Tin-Ko-Lin-Sin, the brutal Tartar Genera™ 
who hwl the French and English prisoners put to death, bas himself been 
t eheaced for suffering the barbarians under Elgin and Gros to take Pekin. 

Indta.—This unhappy land of sepoy atrocities is suffering from a famine 
of most horrible severity. Tue details are appalling. It would seem as though 
'n this there were an earibly retribution. 





THE STATE OF THE NATION. 
Tue Capital of the country is now undoubtedly safe from any 
force that the South can bring against it. 

No act of positive hostility, no personal rencontre has occurred 
since our last issue, but every step taken now on either side hur- 
ries us on faster and faster to the opening of the second act of 
this great national tragedy. 

For some days after the attack by the Secessionists upon the 
Sixth Regiment of Massachusetts, in the streets of Baltimore, 
the telegraphic communication altogether ceased south of Phila- | 











delphia, so that we had to depend upon private hand for our 
information, and wait for the mail, which reached us by a very 
roundabout way, to fill out the details. > 

The actual state of things in Baltimore at that time is thus 
graphically described by one who ran the gauntlet of a thousand 
dangers : 

Mayor Allberger, of Buffaio, who bas been spending some months in Balti- 
more, where his relatives reside, has arrived in this city. He left Baltimore 
on a canal boat. Six gentlemeu who chartered a canal boat there on Friday, 
for $200, also arrived at the Astor House the same day. They report the 
condition of the city as most fearful. Armed mobs parade tne streets, com- 
pelling all persons to unite with them in imprecations against the North, the 
Government and the Union. The principal streets are all barricaded, and 
many of the houses furnished with shutters, in which loopholes are cut, for the 
purpose of pouring a deadly fire on any troops that might attempt to march 
through the city. Mr. Allberger, who bad just risen from a sick bed, was sur- 
rounded by a mob of a half dozen drunken ruffians at the Eutaw House before 
he left, who endeavored, by abusive lauguage, to provoke a word of reply 
from him, intending,*no doubt, to shoot him on the spot, had he afforded them 
a pretext. He coulu not procure a revolver in the c.ty, every store having 
been emptied of arms by the mob. A prominent citizen who was known as 
a Union man was compelled to leave the city at six hours’ notice, taking with 
him a family of eight children. It is believed that no Northern man’s life will 
be worth an hour’s purcba-e there, when the next gun is fired in the war. 

The Governor of Maryland proposed to leave the disputed 
passage of troops through that State to the arbitration of Lord 
Lyon:. The absurdity of such a proposition was clearly expesed 
and explicitly declined in an over-courteous letter from Sec- 
retary Seward. 7 

Many interviews and much correspondence occurred between 
the President and the Governor of Maryland and the Mayor of 
Baltimore, in reference to the passage of troops through the terri- 
tory of the State, resulting in diverting the line of march through 
Baltimore and making the head point of debarkation at Anna- 
polis. To the Committee from Baltimore the President is said 
to have used the following language: 

“ Now, gentlemen, go liome and tell your people that if they 
will not attack us, we will not attack them; but if they do attack 
us, we will return it, and that severely. ‘Those troops must come 
to» Washington, and that through Maryland. ‘They can neither 
go under it, nor can they fly over it, and they shall come through 
it.” 

In the city of Baltimore the bitter feeling is in a great mea- 
sure subsiding. ‘The Stars and Stripes were floating in many 
places, and were left without comment, end althongh the Se- 
cession feeling largely predominates, the Union party, both in the 
city and through the State, is very numerous and influential. 

Governor Hicks has convened the Maryland Legislature, and 
in his Message earnestly recommends a strict neutrality. In 
it he makes the following admission : 

“ Notwithstanding the fact that our most learned and intelli- 
gent citizens admit the right of the Government to transport its 
troops across our soil, it is evident that a portion of the people 
of Maryland are opposed to the exercise of the right.” 

The right of way for the troops through Maryland is thus 
formally acknowledged : 

‘The Senate has adopted an address to the people of Maryland, 
stating that the Legislature will not pass an act of Secession; but 
if they believe the people desire it, they will give them an oppor- 
tunity of declaring, for them, their future destiny.” 

It is reported, on reliable authority, that Governor Letcher has 
notified the President that he intends to keep the soil of Virginia 
inviolate—that no troops will be allowed to cross it, to attack 
Washington or to form for offensive purposes against the Federal 
Government. ‘This is an important fact, if true, but it will not 
in any way effect the carrying out of the measures decided upon 
by the President. Whatever may be the feeling of the Governor, 
it would seem that the people of Virginia are full of the war ex- 
citement, and that volunteers are coming in independently and 
without organization. 

To remedy this embarrassing state of things, the following 
Proclamation has been issued: 


By tae Governor of Virginia. 


Whereas, volunteers are simultancously tendering their services, in person, 
from all parts of the State, without waitiug for o ders, a8 they were required t> 
do by a former Proclamation, and are repairing to Richmond, without previous 
notice, at great expense to the Commonweaith, and before suitable provision 
has been mae for their accommodation, and before their services are re- 
quired ; therefore, this Proclamation is to require all companies not now in 
Richmond, aad not ordered bere or elsewhere, to remain at their homes, ho'd 
ing themselves simply in readiness fur service, until ordered by competent 
authority.

‘Lhis indicaics pretty plainly that the Government of Virginia, 
at least, is not thoroughly prepared for warlike demonstrations. 
In the meantime, the gallant State of Delawave has come out 
flat-footed for the Union. Governor Burton issued a Proclama- 
tion on the 26th ult., calling out troops to defend the Union. 
We have but little reliable news from the South; but from 
what we can gather the war feeling is very strong in all the 
States, and the papers do all they can to keep the excitement up. 
There can be but little doubt, however, that a very mistaken idea 
is current all through the Southern country, namely, that friends 
and sympathisers with their cause are predominant at the North, 
and that their greatest help will come from there. The news 
that the entire North is as one man forthe Union, and that every 
city and town is pouring out, its armed men at the call of the 
President, will cause a deep and terrible disappointment to the 
entire South, and will cause many to pause before encovntering 
the overwhelming masses of the North. It is positively stated 
that Jefferson Davis has left Montgomery, and is marching with 
a body of men en route for Richmond, Va., where all the force he 
ean collect will be concentrated. If this is so, we can hardly 
understand huw Governor Letcher can maintain that strict neu- 
trality whieh he has intimated it is his intention to pursue. 
The President has at length issued a Proclamation ordering the 
blockade of all the Southern ports : 


PROCLAMATION BY THE PRESIDENT. 
Blockade of the Ports of North Carolina and Virginia. 
Py tHe Present or THe Unitep States OF AMERICA. 

Whereas, for the reasons assigned in my proclamation of the 19th instant, a 
blockade of the ports of the States of South Carclina, Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Loulsi+na, Mississippi and Texas was ordered to be estsblisbed ; and 
whereas, since that date public property of the United States has been seized, 
the collection of the revenue obstructed, and duly commissioned officers of the 
Uuited States, while engaged in.executing the orders of their superiors, have 
bren arrested and held in custody as prisoners, or have been impeded in the 
discharge of their official duties, without due legal process, by persons claumirg 
to act under authority of the States of Virginia and North Carolina ; an effi- 
cient blockade of the ports of these States wil! therefore a'so be established. 

In witness whereof ] have hereunto set my hand; and caused the seal of the 
United States to be affixed.

In addition to the tens of thousands of volunteer troops which 
stand ready at the call of the President, we understand that the 
Government has determined to raise the regular army to twenty- 
five thousand rank and file, and the navy from seven thousand 
up to twenty-five thousand. 

The capital wears all the appearance of a camp ; it is literally 
running over with soldiers, but the arrangements of General 
Scott will afford barracks for ten thousand more troops, which 
are now on their way from various quarters. On the concentra- 
tion of this force active measures will undoubtedly be commenced, 
and the General-in-Chief will commence to carry out the pro- 
gramme laid down in the President’s Inaugural. 
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The Secessionists have undoubtedly received two terribly sever 
checks, the first in the destruction of the stand of arms and other 
munitions of war, at Harper’s Ferry, by Lieutenant Jones. It is 
more than probable that they contemplated a sudden descent 
upon Washington, ex; cting to get the necessary arms at Har- 
per’s Ferry. Its destruction doubtless overthrew their cunningly 
arranged plans, and thus they missed the opportunity of making 
the first grand coup of the campaign. ‘The foresight of the 
Government deprived the Secessionists of this advantage, and 
our glorious Capital is so well guarded as to defy any force that 
Secessionists can bring against it now. ; 

The second and equally terrible check was the destruction of 
the dockyard at Norfolk, with all its stores, the blowing up of 
the drydock, and the scuttling and burning of the ships-of-war 
in the harbor. This fleet was the darling hope of the South rn- 
ers; in it they saw some chance of raising the blockade of their 
ports, and possibly of giving New York, Boston and Philadel- 
phia a taste of the pleasures of bombardment. Their navy has 
gone down into the sea, and will not be raised again save with 
Northern help.

faith a'l the duties which may be legally required of me, so help my God.

Oxsrron’s wand could hardly have worked a more wonderful 
transformation than the lowering of the American flag at Fort 
Sumpter has worked upon the people of New York and upon the 
entire populations of the North, East and West. The moderate 
supporters of the Government became fast adherents—the hesi- 
tating became assured—the wavering firm—the indifferent were 
roused to action—party lost its distinctions—all lesser and 
greater considerations were merged in the one grand overpower- 
ing sentiment—devotion to the Union! ‘The question no longer 
is, Are youa Republican or are you a Democrat? but are you for 
the Union, for its integrity as a nation, and for the undiminished 
glory of our national flac, the Stars and Stripes, which floated 
over the infancy of our country, has sheltered its manhood, and 
has been acknowledged and respecte. as the emblem oi a great 
and free people in every port and in every ocean of the civilized 
globe? The heart that is cold to the proud and glorious associ- 
ations inevitably connected with our “Star Spangled Banner” is 
unworthy the name of American, is the cry of every man in the 
North. 

The spirit of the people has been stirred to its lowest depths. 
From the highest to the lowest, including the middle well-to-do 
classes, who are gencrally passively indifferent, there is a deep 
and abiding feeling of a great wrong to be righted, and a grave 
and earnest determination to right that wrong at whatever cost— 
at whatever sacrifice of money or life. Noone shrinks from the 
responsibility. The mother kisses her best beloved and blesses 
him, but turns aside to weep as he proudly passes into the ranks ; 
the sister clings about his neck with mingled grief and pride ; the 
young wife steels her heart, and the betrothed holds back the 
sob ; and all’ say, “ Your country first, and as God wills next.” 
The young go forth full of hope and eager for the cause—the ex- 
citement of change, the glory of achieving a happy peace leading 
them pleasantly onward and lightening fatigue, privation and 
danger. Weary and aching hearts ave left behind, and voids are 
made in happy homes, which, perchance, though God forbid! 
may never be filled again; but not a mother or sister or wife 
would recall the beloved one from the righteous army of our 
country—all would blush at a weakness which would sully their 
pure patriotism and cast a doubt upon the cause. 

The coming war has completely absorbed all other topics; it 
is the talk of the drawing-rooms, the hotels, the stores, private 
and publie offices; in the Exchange, the Custom House, on the 
sidewalk, and everywhere. Every rumor is telegraphed by busy 
tongues through the whole city almost as soon as it appears on 
the bulletin, and every action of the Government is discussed 
with a freedom and a fervor altogether unparalleled. Even little 
shavers who can hardly find their way home alone have their 
opinion of the war, Jeff. Davis, Major Anderson and the Flag of 
our Union. But the interest in the war is not confined to idle 
talk and woman’s gossip; on the contrary, every one is anxious 
to do something to forward the patriotic efforts of the Govern- 
ment, and of the thousands of noble men who have volunteered in 
the service of their country. We could fill pages with instances 


of noble self-sacrifice and devotion to the cause which the citizens 
of New York alone have exhibited. All thought of personal in- 
terest seems swallowed up in the one great absorbing sentiment— 


institutions vie with each other in unbounded patriotism and 
generosity. Not only do they grant permission to any of their 
employés to swell the volunteer ranks, but they hold their situa- 
tions open for them until their return, pay their salaries in full 
during their absence, and where necessary, support their families. 
We kuow of one extraordinary instance where the proprietors of 
a large iron manufactory gave a bonus of twenty dollars to any 
of their men who would volunteer, reserved their situations and 
salaries, and pledged themselves to support the families of those 
who fell inthe war. The magnitude of the excitement may be 
judged by such actions as these, Ladies’ societies for making 
clothes for the soldiers, and lint, bandages, &c., for the wounded, 
and also for forming nurse corps for hospital service, are in active 
operation all over the country. Almost every church has its 
circle of active hands engaged in charitable and patriotic works. 
Money literally floods in, in aid of the Government. The fol- 
lowing list of appropriations shows the temper of the people, and 
is altogether independent of gifts of arms, clothing and unlimited 
private donations :

THE MARCH OF THE SEVENTH RECIMENT 
Of New York to Washington. 


Tuts crack regiment having safely arrived at its destination, an 
account of its perils by flood and field will be interesting to our 
readers. It is a simple narrative, as told by one of its members 


“We arrived,” he says, “on Monday afternoon at Annapolis, 
after a very unpleasant passage of two days from Philadelphia, 
having been sadly crowded for room and deficient in food. The 
boys, however, laughed at their troubles, their only anxiety being 
tu get at work. ; 

“ Immediately on landing we camped on the beach in front of the 
Naval Academy, and having stacked arms and made all nec>ssary 
arrangements,set guerd,and the regiment strolled into the inclosed 
grounds of the Academy, where we threw ourselves upon the grasa 
and had a good rest after our fatifue. We expected to lay there all 
night, but about six o’clock we were invited to take up our quar- 
ters in the Academy, which we gladly accepted, and pased a quiet. 
night's rest. On Tuesday Colonel Lefferts made every effort to get 
off, but finding it impossible. ordered a dress parade and drill for the 
morning. It was given in the presence of thousands. who cheered 
us heartily, and the army officers paid us the highest compliments. 
“On Tuesday evening an incident oceurred which showed how 
prompt the regiment was to respond to any call. Abont. nine o'clock 
the lights of the Baltic as she came up the bay were sighted. followed 
soon by those of the fleet, and they were hailed with joy, for appre- 
hensivns of an assault had been entertained for several dava.. Soon 
after the lights were discovered, a thick haze settled down on the 
horizon, concealing the lights, and the impression was at once con- 
veyed that they bad been put out puposely with some evil designs. 
This was confirmed almost immediately by a signal displayed from 
the Constitution, denoting ‘danger,’ which had been cent up by 
mistake. Thecry was at once ‘ turn out,’ and the‘ call’ was beaten. 
In seven minutes from the first tap of the drum, the line of the 
regiment was formed, howitzers manned, and the regiment revorted 
for duty. The same must be said of the corps of acting midshipmen, 
who in the same time were fornied on the camp ground with their 
howitzer. The regiment for this was most highly and deservedly 
praised. As this mistake on board the ship was soon discovered by 
the lifting of the haze, the troops were dismissed and returned to 
their quarters. 

“ During Tuesday, Colonel Lefferts had made the necessary arrance- 
ments for moving his colamn forward, and at five o’clock on Wed- 
nesday morning two companies, who had been detailed as skirmish- 
ers, started with orders to report any obstructions by a certain 
fixed time, and if no report was received, the column would move 
at the expiration of that time. Accordingly, at eight o'clock, no 
word having been received from the advanced guard, the column 
was put in motion, following the railroad track. It should be nen- 
tioned here that this advanced guard took with them two small 
baggege cars, which the men dragged by ropes; and to nnderatand 
the nature of their work, afew words as to the construction of the 
road. It ruos through a deep cnt nearly all the way to the firat 
bridge, which tends to exclude the air, and affords no shelter from 
the rays of the sun. The track ia laid on sleepers raised from the 
ground, which is a sandy clay soil, and it is easy to understand how 
diffienlt it must be to march under such circumstances, 

“The Seventh, however, atarted off in good order, and in high 
spirits, the rear being brought up by the officers’ wagons. Baegage- 
wegons and ambulance and the locomotive, with three cars. were to 
follow soon afterwards, After marching about fonr miles, the snn 
began to pour down in the gorge of the road with terrible power, 
the day being the hottest this part of the season. The Colonel 
commandiog, seeing that the men were likely to svffer very much if 
compelled to carry their knapsacks, ordered a halt, and eave the 
order to ‘unsling,’ which was gladly complied with. The knap 
sacks were piled alongside the road, and a guard placed over them, 
with directions to have them brought forward by the locomotive, 
This done, the column was again pushed forward. During the next 


two or three miles the heat was more intensified, and many were 
compelied to throw themselves on the bank of the road and obtain 
a few minutes’ rest. This done, they wonld posh for ward with re- 
newed vigor and join the main colanin. In some cases, those most 
exbausted were put in the b'ggage wagons, and, resting there, 
would resume the line of march. After walking nine milesond a 
balf, our informant was struck down, as if dead, by a coup de soleil, 
and was carried to the roadside, where bis companions paid him 
every attention; and by the time the cara came up, he #18 «nffi- 
cienUly restored to be put into them, and although thev were filled 
with ha f-exbansted stragglers, they cheerfully made room so that 
he coald lie dewn. In about half an honor the whole column was 
reached, and it was discovered that the cane of their stoppage was 
vhe breaking of a bridge which crossed a small stream and it wonld 
be impossibie to advance until that was repaired, which was already 
in course of progress by a portion of the Massachusetts Regiment, 
which bad been sent on, on Tuerd:+y, to examine the state of the 
road. The regiment was, therefore, halted a-d encamped for the 
night, and unti] such time as the bridge should be repaired, while 
the cara were sent back to give information of toe cond:tion of 
things and to carry the disabled, one of hom was our inform nt, 
the other wember of the advance guard, who accidentally shot him- 
self inthe knee, causing a wound which, though «light, disabled 
bim from walking. Throughout the entire line of the road, as far as 
travelled, not only was no opposition offered, but not a single white 
man was seen, and only a few negro buts. At four o'clock, on 
Wednesday Pp m., when the cars left. all had recovered their epirite, 
end were anxious to get at their rations, which consists of a biscult 
and raw poik or beef—each man carrying water in his canteen. 

“* As to the road and bridge a fea ioteresting facts were gathered. 
On Monday, General B. F. Batler. Commander-in Chief of the Maeea- 
chusetts troops, went with a body of his stalwart men, who are 
Naoixcket, Lynn and Boston boys, to the storehouse of the railroad 
company, and asked to see what was inside The keeper replied 
‘Nothing,’ but the General persisted in his curiosity, and the man 
replied that be had not the keys, aud did pot know where they were. 
‘ Boys,’ said the Genero, tarning to bis men, ‘do you think you 
could raise those gates?’ ‘We guess we can.’ ‘Let me see you 
try.’ They tried, and in a few minutes free access was had to the 
building; where they found a small locomotive. ‘Does anybody 
here kaow anything about this machine?’ ‘Ibelped build it, and 
know every portion of her,’ «aid one of bis men. ‘See if she ia fit 
for service ;’ and after a brief examination it was reported that she 
required afew slight repairs. ‘Goto work and make them,” and 
in the course of a few bhoors she was fired up, and duly reported to 
the General, who ordefed an examioation of the road. It was found 
in asadc ndition, but was repaired so far as their limited stock of 
tools and spikes would allow, and without proceeding as far as the 
bridge, they returned with the locomotive and their renort, and it 
was then turned over te Colonel Lefferts for service on Wednesday. 
The Massachusetts troops undertook the repairs of the bridge ad 
track, they being familiar with such work, and would not allow the 
Seventh to lay their hands to any work, ‘for,’ they said, ‘ you are 
not used to this kind of work, and we are. You can do the open- 
field fighting, and we will do the hard work, and when it comes toa 
rough-and-tomble fight you will find us there.’ 

“The warmest friendship has sprung up between these two regi- 
ments from the moment they met, and it was cemented by a little 
incident which was narrated to our reporter by an eye-witness. 
Some of the Massachusetts troops were passing a squad of the Sev- 
enth, who were seated by the roadgide eating their rations of bis- 
cuit, and of course they stopped to speak to each other ; and in the 
course of conversation one of the Massachusetts boys chanced to 
remark that they hadn’t had their rations yet. Instantly every on 
of the Seventh sprang to bis feet, and although each man had only 
one biscuit, that was halved with their friends, as well as their e#!t 
pork ; and it was gladly accepted, for they had been out all dey 
without a mouthful to eat or drink. It was not long before this

incident became known in the Massecbusetts regiment, and fram 
that time forward the Seventh have almost been worsbipped. Not 
a man in be Massachusetts regiment but would go through fire 
and water to rerve the Seventh. Of the twenty who came home in 
the Baltic, eighteen were invalided at Anuapolis by reason of rick- 
pess or physical inability to perform the arcuous duties required of 
them. The other two were McSpiee, sunstruck, and D. V. Portley, 
of the tecond, accidentaily shot in the leg. The telegraph bas, 
betore this was written, informed our readers that the bridge had 
been repaired, and communication opened to the Junction.” 


DEPARTURE OF TROOPS FROM NEW YORK 
CITY FOR THE SOUTH. 
The Seventy-first Regiment: 


Never within the memory of man have two such exciting weeks passed 
over ovr «ity as those which bave just ended. The city has resembled 
more a Campus Martis than a commercial city, and the serious countenances of 
every one we met gave assurance that a great crisis bad arrived, which the 
nation would meet unflinching!y. Jn our last paper we chronicled the depar- 
ture of troops up to last Sunday, the 21st, on which day, for the first time siace 
the Revolution, the Sunday was devoted to the dispatch of troops by sea and 
land for the seat of war. 

Instead of the usual quiet of the Sabbath, the streets were thronged with 
crowds Ol anxious pérsons, waiting to give their God-speed to the brave fellows 
who, at the call of duty, left the comforts and ties of home to prove their devo- 
tioa to the flag of their country. 

Through streets all ablaze with flags, lined with enthusiastic citizens and 
thunderous with cheers and vivas, the Seventy-first, Twelfth and Sixth Regi- 
ments of the New York “tate Militia marched to the transports which were to 
convey them tw Washington as expeditiously as possible. Vessels loaded with 
United States troops started at the same time with apparently the same destina- 
tion. Every milivta regiment turned out with overflowing ranks, and hundreds 
of recruits were obliged to be refused. 

(n Sunday morning, at half-past six, the men of the Seventy-first Regiment 
began to assemble at heir armory, and continued to do so till half-past nine, 
the hour appointed for their departure, At tbat hour the drums sounded, and 
ths confpanies began to form to :{irt for the rendezvous in Bond street. 
Broadway greeted them with hearty cbeers as they passed. 

At last the procession started, and, with occasional stoppages, marched to 
Pier No. 4, North River, through Broadway, Co:tlandt and West streets. The 
crowd above Canal street was immense. People choked every window, and 
piled upon the stoops, balconies and roofs of the houses, which flashed with a 
bright foliage of flags. At every corner engines were stationed loaded with 
inep and bells ringing. ‘The jadies waved their handkerchiefs and flags till the 
whole street scemed in a flutter. 

From St. Paul’s and Trinity the national flag was displayed. The embarkation 
of the soldiers upon the h. RK. Cuyler was weil effected, and at three o’clock the 
gallant Seventy-first started for the war. ‘lhe regiment numbered nearly 1,000 
men, and the recruits about 700. It is under the command of Col, Vosburgh. 


The Sixth Regiment, 


About six o’clock the members of this exceilent regiment began to muster at 


their headquarters, in Centre Market, and at pine o’ciock they were all assem 
bled, They then started on their march, and seldom has a fluer sight been 
seen than presented it-e.f when they entered Broadway. ‘The street seemed 
one liviog Inass of sympathieng and admiring friends, The display in Canal 


sireet was lully equal to that im Broadway, when the regimect turned into this 
le im portaut culy artery. And atthe foot of Canal sti cet the crowd assembled 
t© witness the embarkation ¢f the military was the greatest, probably, that 
were ever pecked into the same space on the Island of Manbatuy., Mony were 
the ecene- that occurred here. Solemnly and patriotically interest ng they 
were. Men rushed forward to grasp the hands of their departing sons and 
brothers, and the most touching of all tears—a soldier’s—we:e shed in many 
instances. Ladies tried in vain to cvyen eaten a glim)se of their husbands, 
fathers, brothers or beaux, but were only rewarded by the glimmering of 
bri-tling and terrible steel. Some would occaslonally remark, ‘“‘ These are 
dread/{ul times,’’ ‘ Our poor country,”’ ‘* How few of these will return,” &c., 
white others, whose reflection took a diflerent turn, would exclaim, * Don’t 
bring back that fl g with one estar dimmed! Take the clouds from our stars 
and let them light us again!’’ Now and then the movements aud motley 
aspect of the raw recruits would create a laugh, which wa: olways fo lowed by 
a cheer, oracheer which was always followed by a laugh and such an ex 
clamation as “ They'll kuow the use of a musket before they come back !’’ 
Some of the regiment were armed witb revolyers, and some bad the sword 
bayonet. Frequently did the crowd exclaim * Remember Sumpter !”’ “ Re- 
member Palmore |’’ &c., and thus went the gallant Sixth, with Col. Pinckney 
at their Lead, to defend the Union. 
The Twelfth Regiment, 

The general orders provided that the regit-cntal line should be formed on 
Union square, at nice o'clock on Sunday morning, previ.us to their departure 
lor Washington, At seven o’clock the differcnt companies composing the 
regiment began to assemvie at their armories, some at their he adquarters in 
Broadway, some at the Mercer House aud some at Jefferson Market. At each 
of these p uces the scene presented was ove of activiry and bustle, increasing 
every moment, unt) One Company alter another marched awvy tw join the rest 
of the regiment, ihe regular members were mosily prepared at the shurtest 
notice for the journey. Some of the recruits bud made their arrangeme: ts op 
the previous evening, but Sunday mo:mimg found many still unprepared. and 
the additional arms ircm the Swe did not arrive uitil midnight, so that rome 
delay was occasioned in the departure on that account. 

The Twelfib bad «ight companies in ail, some new cones having been organised 
during tue last few cays. bach compavy numbers nbout a hundred men, 
be-idos which there wus a corps of light artillery, comjuvred of forty men, with 
how tzers ; tweply-one drummers jn Zouave co-tume ; « bend of twenty-five 
pieces, u getber with the field steff ond Jine and nou-ommi-sioned officers. 
The regular memb: rs of the regiment wore their usual uniform and felt hats, 
With jatigue Cape 8 uDg, abd Inuny were provided ¥ ith revolvers iu addition to 
their muskets. The vuiunteers al-o wore felt bats and were furnished with 
blavkeis. New vpiforms are pow bebg manufactured for the regiment, and 
will ve jorwar'ed trom this city after the troops shall have arrived at Wasbing- 
ton. This pew uniform is styled the Chasseur ad’ Afrique, is something hke the 
Zouave Costume, and will also be provided tor tie voiuateers, us well as for the 
regular members of the regiment, :

The Sixty-ninth Regiment. 


An immense turnout of our Irish citizens on Tuesday showed to the brave 
fixty-pin’h that they were regarded as the representative co';s of the Green 
isle. Dever hes the jemae ek ment of New York been mere pienuiul, and 
ther choerful faces (now aud then dimmed with the pass ng cloud of a thought 
that the noble stalwart fellows, now inarch ng to ihe inspring national airs of 
their old jand and their acopted one, might return no more), gave grace and 
beauty to the scene. 

At nive o’clock the regiment marched from their armory in Prince street to 

Great Jones stree’, which was their starting place. The troops looked well, 
aud im excellent spirits. Ata quarter past three the order ta fall in was given, 
and tue Tegiment moved on, escorted by several fie companies and civic soci- 
eles. Colonel Corcoran marched at the bead of bis galiant fellows, one and a:l 
©; whom looked true soldiers. 
_ As the Sixty-nicth were marching down Broadway they halted in front of the 
Astor House, and while there the heart of one of the recruits, a fine-looking 
i llow, was besieged by the lamentations of his wife and children, who were 
Gu the sidewalk. The poor fellow could not stand it,and rushed from the 
rubks. His companions were disarming bim in the street, when an elderly 
and very respectable-looking gentleman stepped out of the crowd of spectators, 
rvlzed the abandoved musket and offered to take the vacent place. ‘Ibe offer, 
fo prompt and impulsive cn the part of the old man, elicited cheers from tbe 
erowd, but it was not accepted, doubiless on sccount of the egé of him who 
made the patriotic proffer 

On 1e-umng the march the procession pessed down Broadway to Cortlandt 
tireet, wh re they were mo-t he artily received by the merchants and clerks 
ju the nei hborbood il slong West street the enthu issm of the people was 
the seme, ane os the regmrnt porsed on board the James Adger, ut pier No. 4 
the S¢epe Of excitement ond c.nfurion beggared discription. Sceme delay was 
expe: ienced in «mba:kipg tbe men in consequence of the jam, but by baif-past 
five o’cluck the troops were faisly stowed away, and preparations were made 
fer starting. 


The Eighth Regiment, 


This gallant body of men left ‘nthe Alabama and Montgomery on the 234, 
pinid the cheers of the public and the tears of their relatives. They numbered 
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1,001 men. They assembled at their armory over Centre Market at one 
0 clock, but were detained several hours for cquipments. Our space will Lot 
allow of a more extenced account. 


The Thirteenth Regiment. 


The Thirteenth Reg ment finally embarked for the seat of war on the 234, 
amid the most intense enthusiasm of the people of Brcokivn. Long betore 
eight o’c'o°k the vicinity of the armory was thionged with thousavcs, anx ous 
to show their attachmeut to the good cause. Alger the necessary details were 
arranged tie companies marcLed out, apd foru ed in line on Cranberry street 
This was at tbree o’clock. As the gallant fellows marched alovg the band 
struck up * The Gir] I Left Behind Me.”? The troops were then embarked on 
board the Mariov, whick was anchored in the North River. Colonel Abel Smith 
leads these brave men. 


Ellsworth Zouaves,. 


The Fire Zouaves, under command cf Colonel Ellsworth, mustering over 
eleven hundred strong, embarked on board the Bal ic on Monday, amid a most 
enthusiastic ovation. Cbosen from so popular a corps as the Firemen of New 
York, they could not fail to«.ouse public sympathy toa large extent. As it 
was generally known that three separate stand of colors would be presented to 
them—one at their barracks, another by Mrs. Astor, and the third at the Astor 
House by Mr. C. Steteon—an immense crowd attended every movement of this 
gallant regiment. The first fag was presented by Mr. Wickham, on bebalf of 
the Fire Department and Common Council, which Colonel Elisworth ackvow- 
jedged in asoldierlike speech The Hon. J. A. Dix then, on bebalf of Mrs. 
Augusta Astor, presented them with another stand of colors, with a very hand- 
some letter trom the tair donor. The regiment then marcbed through Bond 
street, Bowery, Chatham street, to the Aswr House, where Mr. C. Stetson pre- 
sen ed them with a third flag, in the name of the Jadies of the House. Alter a 
short soldier’s response from the Colonel, the regiment with their noble escort 
marched to Canal street, where they embarked on board the Baltic. They 
were then drawn up, and addressed by Hun. Cassius M. Ciay in a characteristic 
speech. The Baltic then steamed.down the river on ber way to Annapolis, The 
regiment were escorted by over 5,000 of the firemen of New York. 


The Marine Artillery of Rhode Island. 


The martial spirit of Khede Island and its devotion to the Union are shown 
to the world in its prompt reply to the President’s call for troops and its lavish 
gifts of money to aid the cau-e. One fuil regiment is already at Washington, 
besides the troop of artillery whose embarkation we illustrate this week, Tne 
people of Rhode I-land greeted the troops with the warmest enthusiasm, and 
the passage of the yeri,us companies through the State was a series of ova- 
tions. The inhabitants of Providence welcomed the soldiers with the most 
hearty demonstrations, aud thousands assembled to honor their departure and 
to give them a parting cheer as the steamer Empire City bore them on their 
way to New York. 

The Rhode Island Marine Artillery number 180 men, with 110 horzes and 
eight pieces ot heavy artillery. ‘The following is a list of the officers : Com- 
manding officer, Colonel ‘lomkins ; Lieutenant-Colonel, George C. Harkness ; 
Captain, Benjamin F. Remington ; Lieutenant, A. M. Tower ; Lieutenant, Heory 
B. Brastow ; Surgeon, Nathaniel Millar. This company is now in Washington. 








WAR NEWS IN THE NORTH, EAST AND WEST. 


ILLINOIS ror THe Union.— Excitement high, All lilinois will turn out toa 
mau if necessdry to put down the rebellion. A large company went through 
here on the Illinois Central Railroad with cannon, muskets, &&. Twocompanies 
went to Springfield from near bere to get armed and equipped. We are 
for the Union, not one Secessionist in Illinois. There was @ €a/l on this State 
for four thousand men, and there is already twenty thousand offered, and if 
necessary they can furnish fifty thousand without the least trouble. Hurrah 
for the red, white and blue !”’ 


ENCAMPMENT aT ALTON. —In View of events at St. Louis, a regiment was sent 
from Springfield to occupy Alton. 

A bill foc a loan of $3 000,000 for war purposes, and another to send 10,000 
men into camp to answer the next call of the Government, are before the Leg- 
islature, Both bills will probably pass. 


MICHIGAN, Aprian.—At a special meeting of the Common Council, $2,500 
were appropriated to equip and outfit volunteers en'isting. The amount was 
previously raised by private subscriptions for the same purpose. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE, Concorp —Our City Council has appropriated $10,000 to 
aid the volunteers irom this city. 

At Great Falls the churches were closed, and a mass religious meeting was 
held in Market equare. 

The Granite State Guard is under orders for the war, Each member has 
been presented w.th a revolver, bowie-knife and blanket. The citizens have 
sub. cribed over $10,000 in aid of volunteers. ' 


PENN*YLVANIA, Pui_apeLrnia.—The war fever, strovg for the Union, is 
very high bere, and the Secessicnists do not have a friend who has the daring 
to avow himself. A great disposition is evinced to march upon Baltimore, and 
force & passage through, but the avthorities defer to the Government at Wash- 
ington. Like our own city, Philadelphia more resembles a camp than a town 
Everywhere is heard the measured tramp of armed men and the roll of the 
drum, The Stars avd Stripes floats every where. 

There was @ requisition at the General Government on the 28th ultimo, 
through the Postmaster, for twenty-one more regiments, twenty of 
infantry and one of cavalry. This makes the totwl of Pennsylvania thirty-eight 
regiments, a total of 29,500 men. Applications for fillmg all this continzent 
are already filed in the Adjutant-General’s office, some from regiments, which 
kaves a.chance for Philadelpbians. ‘Ihe Governor will also recommend in his 
message the requiripg of 10,000 men to be brought out, encamped, drilled and 
arme», beyond the presert requisition of the general Gove: nment, iu order to 
form a reserve, to be marched anywhere required, to fill up the lorses occa- 
tioned by battle or di-ease. ‘hus, Pennsylyama will have 40,000 altogether in 
the fleld. 


KENTUCKY.—Last week Governor Magefiin asked the banks for a loan of 
four per ceut, upon their capital tor State purposes. The bank !’residents, after 
consulting togetver, offered to let bim have the money on condition that it was 
to be used in putting the State into a ; osition of armed neutrality. Jt is doubt- 
ful whether the Legislature will meet ja May, and it is said that Kentucky will 
seod members to the ex'ra Session called by President Liucoin to meet io 
Wasbivgton on the 4th of July. 


NEW YORK, Atbany-—In cornect on with the departure of tbo Twenty-fifth 
Regiment from Albany, there are many pobie traits which sbow that merchants 
on such occasions can be very unbusinessable.

the officer on duty dec] niog “to admit a traitor’? within a Federal post ; the 
only favor conceded being that he might have an interview with Mis Smead 
without the walls. That in'erview the unhappy miscreant is not likely to to: get 
Attended by a few female friends, one of whom furnished the account which we 
give of the scene, the Jady met ber husband, and, in terms cf scorching elo- 
quence, reproached bim with his shame. 

“Go home with you !”’ she exclaimed. ‘Never! Our paths in this world 
are hereafter separate. I disown you. A coward and traitor—you are no 
husband of mine. Henceforth you are to me as if dead. As long as] livel 
shall wear mourning and be as a widow ; and rest assured ] shall eoucate our 
children to execrate and despise your memory as that of a recreant and 
traitor |”’ 

Turning with these words, the noble and patriotic woman re-entered the 
fort, and gave way to her very natural feelwgs. We may aid that Mrs. Smead 
is, like her discarded husband, a native of Georgia, and that while the latter 
went Southward to obtain the reward of his treason, the former, with her 
children, has come North, passing through this city on Tuesday, and is now at 
Morristown, N. J. . 

Fpwakp EvErEIT ON THE UnioN.—At a patriotic meeting in Chelsea, Mass. , on 
Saturday, aflag was rai-ed, when Edward Evereit said: ‘‘ We set up this 
standard, not as a matter of display, but as an expression indicative that in the 
mighty struggle which has been forced upon us, we are of one heart and one 
mind ; that the Government of the country must be sustained. Ali former 
differences of opinion are swept away. We forget that we have ever been 
partisans ; we remember only that we are Americans.’’ The volunteer move- 
ment throughout the State is general. 








THE WAR NEWS FROM THE SOUTH. 


VIRGINIA.—Advices from Richmond are very interes‘ing. Governor Letcher 
has seized all light-draft vessels and st:amers tor piivateering purposes. The 
regular liners Yorktown and Jume:town are now bcing fitted with privateering 
armaments, and are to be manned very fully. The privateering enlistment ts 
very active, and, no dovbt, by a week hence thirty vessels will be sent out 
from Richmond alone. When these steamers were seized, our fag was hauled 
down and the Secession flag hoisted and saluted. 

‘bere are between 4,000 and 6,000 troops in Richmond, of whom 2,000 are 
South Carolinians. Ail are eager for Washington, which they expect to have 
in a week. The surrendcr of Fort Sumpter intoxicates them, avd they feel as 
though they were omnipotent, Troops are being vsily sen: to Harper’s Ferry 
and Alexandria, Their belfef is that there are but 5 000 troops at Washington, 
tbat Maryland has blocked future travsportation, and sbat demoralization exists 
at the North. If Washington is attacked it will be by bombardment. 

General Thomas J. Green, of North Carolina, was sereuaced at Richmond on 
the 25th inst. He said be came to offer 30,000 men trom North Carolina, tully 
armed, equipped and provisioned for the defence of the South. 

On Thursday last ex-Secretary Floyd bad a conference with Governor Letcher 
on the course best to pursue in the present emergency. Mr. Floyd has raised 
a brigade of 1,500 men in south-western Virginia, who are armed and equipped. 
Hundreds of troops from Peversburg, ‘Souta Carolina and Georgiu aro daily 
coming northward on railroads in Virginia. 

It would seem ‘rom the admigsicns made 1, *everal Richmond papers 
that Governor Letcher bas mave a conditional Treaty with Jefferson Davis, 
which will Jink the fortunes of the OJd Dominion with the Coufederate 
States, and place her army, for offensive or defensive purposes, under the 
immediate coatrul of the Southern Confederacy, even should the popular yote, 
which is appointed for the 23d of May, be against Secession. 


GEORGIA, Savanyan.—There is no business doing, war being the only 
thought. Lond batteries are being thrown up at Tybee, the Secessioni ts evi- 
dently expecting an attack from the sea, All that can leave are flying as 
though for their lives. 

Commissions ‘or privateers are being prepared, and will be issued at 
the first convening of the Southern Copgress on the 29th instant. It is 
confidently known that no less than three vessels are prepared, and Low waiting 
in the port of Savannah for letters of » arque and reprisal, which they will 
receive in afew days. Their bonds, &€., are now ready to be banded in. 
Northern shipping on this coast must now be on the alert, as skilful men are 
waiting to take command of these pirate cruisers, among whose crews will be 
found many rebel Yankees. Never did excitemeut so :age in Savannah. Re- 
crutts are fast pouring in from every county in the State, ready, as they say, to 
sacrifice tbeir lives for a united and independent South. For three days betore 
our departure companies were jreparipg for a quick exit to join their brother 
rebels in the Border States. The Union men are completely overawed ; and, to 
every appearance, all seem to stand up as one mam, while one sentiment per- 
vades the entire South— Down with the Lincoln Government, and death to all 
those who shall attempt in any way to support it.’’ 

WARLIKE PREPARATIONS AT SAVANNAH.—The Savannah newspapers state 
that the Governor bas filled the requisition of the Confederate G..vernment tor 
one thousand volunteers, and they are now arriving at the rate of two compa- 
nies per day. At the forts and barracks near tbe city are six hundred regulars, 
a: vi.orous and effective men as are to be found anywhere, and besides these 
about fifteen bundred volunteers belonging to the various city companies, all 
under tho: ough drill. Of orduance there has been reccived a large sup) ly of 
the heaviest and most effective character, all of which is now being placed in 
position. Five thousand avditional troops could be concentrafed at Savannah 
on a notice of twenty-four bours. 


SOU'H CAROLINA, Cuarieston.—The State authorities have seized the 
Nashville, and the Florida had a narrow escape. She, however, c'everly 
managed to get out, and arrived in New York on the 23d. The steamer I ubel 
had been converted into a vessel of war. ‘Ihe news olf the atteck on the Mas- 
sachusetts regimevt was hailed with great rejoicngs. lt arrived there in a 
very exaggerated sbape. All! trade is suspended, and the utmost apprehension 
as 10 the future reigns inevery breast. The leading Secessionists are Lighly 
dissatisfied at the comparatively little influence South Carolina has in the Con- 
federated Government,

Allare forced to deciare Secession opjvions, and every hing foreshadows a 
reien of terror. Provisions are not allowed to be gold to the Government, so 
that Washington is in a very unpleasant position. The energy of our citizens 
will soon, howeve~, put these matters right. There Lad beea an ioterview 
between \ayor Brown, of Bairimore, aid President iipcoln on the state of 
affairs, and as to the passage o1 troops through that city. The common report 
was that the President bad promised pot to send any woops through the city, 
but it was not credited. Governor Hicks bad written a letter to the President, 
in which he actually proposed tg appomt Lord Lyons, the Britisu Ambassador, 
as mediator. Mr. Seward had replied, indignantly ceciining to leave our do- 
mestic affa rs to the intervention of any foreign power—and certa.nly not toa 
European monarcby. 

It would seem as though the second sober thought of the multitude had pro- 
duced a reaction in favor of the Union, for Govertor Hicks has issued a pro- 
clamation in which everything is left tothe people. There is no doubt that the 
full report of the feeling in New York, as well as the other Northern States, 
ha+ had a strong effect upon the masses. The distorted reports of certain 
papers which have now been terrified into Upiouiem bave greatly led the South 
into their present position, and it is very probable, when the real state of the 
case is made manijest, many who are now fecessionists will perceive their 
error, and retrace their steps. ‘The fact that every Northern State has nearly 
doubled its quota of troops and offered unlimited furds to the Government, 
cannot fail to have a very marked effect upon the most warlike of the fire- 
eaters. 

A Union meeting had been held in East Baltimore. Nesrly 2,000 persons 
were assenivied. Great enthusiasm was expressed for the Union, and resolu- 
tions to that effect wee passed. 

The Legislaturé of Mary'and assembled at Frederick on the 29th, and re- 
solved by a vote of 15 to 53 not to calla Convention. This is equivalent to 
deciding against Secersion.

NEWS OF THE WEEK. 


Jvupaz Berrs has called the Grand Jury together to take steps for the preven- 
tion of treason. He stated in an able charge what treason consisted in and 
that it required two witnesses, or a man’s own con.ession to convict. We copy 
the most important sentence im his address : “1t is most probable that com- 
plaints will be laid before you under this branch and definition of the crime. 
Within it will be included acts of building, manning or any way filting out or 
victualling vessels to aid the hostilities of our enemies; sending provisions, arms 
or other supplieg to them, raising funds or obtaining credit for their service, 
indeed, every traitorous purpose, manifested by acts, committed in this district 
by persons owing allegiance to the country, will be acts of treason. It is not 
necessary that the accused should bave raised ér created war (y his own acis, 
he levies war by acting with those who have set it on foot, or by seizing or 
holding jorts, or like acts of hostile aggression. The kindred crime of misprision 
of treason is this. If any person owing allegiance to the Government has 
knowledge of acts of treason committed by others within the jurisdiction of the 
Court, and does not make it known to the President of the United States, or one 
of the Judges of the United States, or the Governor of the State, or a judge or 
magistrate thereof, he becomes guilty of misprision of treason, and subject to 
seven years’ imprisonment and a fire ef $1,000 for the offence, and it is the 
duty of the Grand Jury to present for trial therefor such offender, wheteyer 
may be their individual connection or relationship with the offender.”

Tur Ladies of Jersey City held a meeting on the 24th, at the Metropolitan 
‘ali, to make arrangements for the preparations of lint, bandages apd other 
necessaries. Mrs. Van Voorst, the Mayor’s wile, presided, A similar meeting 
is in course of organization in Hovoken, 


Dr. SaBo was committed last week by Com. Betts, charged with treason, 
in atlempting to enlist sailors for the navy of the Secessionists. Dr. Sabo was 
icformed against by a printer, who had been employed to print off forms of 
enliatment similar to those used in the United States service, but he was 
honorably acquitted. Anvther man named Daniel Fish, a dealer in firearms, 
was also taken into custody and committed to the Tombs, chargea with supply- 
ing the Southern States with arms. 

A salLor, named Peter Herman, died on the 24th in the New York Hospital, 
from injuries received on the 17th vlt., on board the ship Jeremiah Thompson, 
then lysng in tue stream. Coroner Jackman held an inquest in the case, when 
it appeared that while deceared and Jubn Stanley, third mate of the vessel, 
were aloft, he in some way offinded Stanley, who threw him backward to the 
deck, causing him to receive injuries which proved fatal. A verdict to this 
effect was rendered by the jury, and a warrant jor the arrest of Stanley was 
issued, but he is believed to buve left the city. The brutality which petty 
officers treat the sailors with is periectly atrocious. Not a week passes but we 
have to chronicie a murder by one of these sea monsters. 


A most amusing blunder was made at Stony Brook, L. 1, on Thursday, the 
25th April. A schooner, buiit by Davy bayies, was then and there w be 
launched. New this schooner belongs to seven owners, all rabid abojitionists, 
Her vame was to be the Luna, perhaps in compliment to the Luna-tics. ‘The 
¢aptain, upon whom was conferred the henor oi naming the vessel, concluded 
to present ber with asetof colors, He therefore orcered a large anu bandsome 
flag of bis own derigning, with a crescent in the upper corner and - even stars 
iu a circle, one star tor each owner ; the flag was kept out of sight until a lew 
minvtes beiore the launch, ‘when to the consternation of all up went the Seces- 
sion flag, innocently, of course, on ihe part of the captain ; the furore created 
may better be imagived than described. An explanation was di manded and 
given, and the flag condemned to be destroyed and the Stars and Stripes sub- 
Bututed.

Tue Wilmington (Md.) Stale Journal says that the Northern and Western 
sections are strongly in javor of tne Union. It is even regaining its ascendancy 
in Butumore, as evidenced by the reappearance of the Stars and Stripes over 
many of the houses in that city, 


Tue enjistment of volunteers in Missouri has progressed rapidly during the 
last two days, and there is now about 2,500 men in the arsenai gi ounds, at St. 
Louis, subject to the orders of the Secretary of War. It is thought that the 
entire four regiments asked tor by the President will be raived in a tingle 
county, notwihstandiog the refusal of Governor Jackson to comply with the 
requisition, A company of one hundred Germans, from rt. Genevieve, bas 
offered its services. F. P. Blair has been elected and accepted the Coloneicy of

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RETURN OF THE NIAGARA FROM JAPAN—HER 
ARRIVAL IN BOSTON,

States siuce she sailed, were utterly paralyzed to find that the 
came back to a divided country, and to taxe sides in a civil war.

U. S. WAR SHIPS BY FEDERAL OFFICERS. 
Dvxine several days rumors were rife in New York that the city 
of Norfolk was in flames, supposed to have been caused by the 
defence of the Navy Yard. Many doubts were cast upon these 
rumors and with justice, but that something scrious wastranspir- 
ing in that quarter was generally believed. On Tuesday, the 
23d, reliable information was received by the arrival of the steam- 
tug Yankee, direct from Norfolk. The news is most important, 
nothing less than that the Federal officers have utterly destroyed 
the Navy Yard with all its stores and ammunitions, blown up 
the Dry Dock and burned and scuttled all the United States 
war ships in the harbor, with the exception of the Cumberland, 
— was safely removed. The manner of destruction was as 
ollows : 


The Yankee lay at the Navy Yard until Friday, the 19th, when the Virginia 
Custom House officers came over in a tug and demavded the surrender of the 
Yankee. Commodore McAuley, whu was in command of the Navy Yard, re- 
fused to comply with this demand, saying that if they att mpted to teke her 
from the yard be would sink them where they lay. The Cumberland immedi- 
ately beat to quarters, and brought her eleyen-incn pivot gun which was charged 
with shell to bear upon their tug,and they deemed it advisable to leave 
forthwith. 

On Saturday evening, at nine o’clock, the Pawnee arrived from Washington 
with two hundred volunteers and one hundred marines, besides her own crew, 
and at once the officers and crew oi the Pawnee and Cumberland went to the 
Navy Yard and spiked and cisabled the guns and threw the shot and small 
arms in‘ the river. At ten o’clock, the marines, who had been quartered in 
the barracks, fired them, and came on board the Pawnee. This movement 
was premature, for it was the intention to fire all the buildings simulianeously. 
A party of officers, meantime, were going through the buildings and ships, dis- 
tributing waste and turpentine, and laying a train so as to blow up the Dry 
Dock. They were engaged in this work until two o’clock, when the train was 
fired. At three o’clock, the Yankee, to the Captain of which, « harles Germain, 
much credit is due, came along and took the Cumberland in tow, the Pawnee 
taking the lead. All the vesreis beat to quarters, the guns were manned, and 
everything was in readiness to carry out the threat of Commodore McAuley, 
that if a gun was fired from either shore he would level both Po.tsmouth and 
Norioik. At this time the scene was indescribably magnificent, all the build- 
ings being in a blaze, and explosions bere and there scattering the cinders in 
all directions. 

The Government vessels had been scuttled in the aiternoon before the Pawnee 
arrived, to prevent their being seized by the Secessionists, who had been in 
arms in both Norfolk and Portsmouth, under the command of Gen. Taliaferro. 
Their number is estimated at some one thousand four hundred men, The 
scuttling was done between twelve and two o’clock on Saturday. Lest this 
mode of destruction should not be complete, however, trains were jaid on them 
and the vessels were fired with the buildings. 

The following are the names of the vessels which were destroyed : Penn-yl- 
vania, 74 gun-ship; steam-frigate Merrimac, 44 guns; sloop-ol-war Germantown, 
22 guns; sloop Plymouth, 22 guns; frigate Raritan, 45 guns; frigate Columbia, 
44 guns; Delaware, 74 gun-ship; Columbus, 74 gun-ship; United States, in or- 
divary; brig Dolphin, 8 guns; and the powder boat, 

Of thcse the Merrimsc, Plymouth and Germantown were ready for sea, but 
the Pawnee made her appeararce at the yard too late to save them. the 
Merr.mac, in fact, had bad steam on only a few hours previously. 

The Yankee, as we have already said, leit the yard with the Cumberland in 
tow, about three o’clock. The fleet proceeded down the river until nine o'clock, 
when it came to anchor within a mile of the point where wrecks were known 
to have been sunk jor the purpose of obstructing the nuvigation. Boats were 
sent out to take soundings in order to ascejtain whether some otber passage 
than the regular channe! could nct be ound. All efforts proved unsuccesstul, 
80 the fleet raised anchor and forced their way directly through the wrecks. 
The Cumberland caught oye of the sunken verrels and carried it along with her, 
and apprebensions were at first enteriained that she might be carried on to 
fewell’s Point, where it was supposed that the rebels bad erected batteries. 
Meantime the Keystone State came up jrom Washington with marines, and by 
ber belp and that of the Yankee the Cumberland wus towed into deep water 
and the wreck was disentapgied. She then went up under the protection of 
the guns of Fort Monroe end came to anchor. While the vessels lay there, four 
men, who bad been employed in the.) avy Yard, succeeding in making their 
way down the river, and reported that they left everything in flames, and the 
smoke and flames could easily be scen from the Cumberiand.

EXCITING SCENE AT TAMMANY HALL ON THE 
247H APRIL. 


The Wilson Zouaves Taking the Oath of Fidelity to 
the Flag, and Swearing “'To Go through Baltimore 
or Die!” 


We illustrate to-day one of the most extraordinary scenes ever 
witnessed in our city. About seven o’clock on the evening of the 
24th, the “Union Battalion of Zouaves,” Colonel William 
Wilson, held a formal muster and roll-call at their headquarters 
in Tammany Hall. There were eight hundred and sixty-one 
men of the battalion present. ‘The occasion was made strikingly 
impressive by the extraordinary proceedings which were had. 
The men were ranged around the hall three deep, with Colonel 
Wilson and the other officers in the centre of the room. The 
men had all glad themselves in the gray shirts and pants which 
had been provided for their uniform, which is completed by a 
common brown felt hat, brogans and leather belt. ‘They carry 4 
short knife, about seven inches in length, between a sort of 
bowie-knife and butcher-knife in shape. Many also have re- 
volvers, of which it is intended that each shall be armed with 
one or two, as well as a slung shot and Minie rifle. All the men 
being ranged against the walls, Colonel Wilson, with a drawn 
sabre in one hand and the American flag in the other, stood forth, 
uncovered, and addressed his men amidst deafening cheers. 

After a short adjuration to the flag, for which he deelared his 
devotion, he called upon all to kneel and swear withhim. Wavin 
the banner and flourishing his sabre, he knelt on one knee, 
present knelt with him and repeated the oath which he put to 
them to support the flag, and-never flinch from its path through 
blood or death. He said he would lead them through Baltimore, 
and they would march through it or die ; at which they all arose 
yith a tremendous yell, flung up their hats and brandished their 
glittering knives amidst prolonged and frantic cheers, He then 
denounced death to the Baltimore traitor’ Secessionists and Plug 
Uglies, and said they would leave a monument of their bones in 
the streets cf Baltimore. Amid yells of “ Death to the Plug 
Ugiies!” he illustrated with his sword how they should hew 
their way, and said, though he should be the first man slain, he 
ha@ byt one thing to ask, which was—that each of his followers 
should secure his man and avenge his blood. That they should 
do this, he again called upon them to swear, and marching round 
the hall, holding up the fiag and the sword, and accompanied by 
two officers, the one on his right bearing a banner inscribed : 

“THE UNION BATTALION OF ZOUAVE? 
DEATH TO SECESSONISTS |’? 


The other officer on his left holding up, in both hands, a bowie- 
knife and revolver. Wilson shouted to them to swear, and they 
responded with shouts of “Blood! blood! blood!” “We 
swear,” &c. 

The band then struck in with the “Star Spangled Banner,” 
which they all sang in chorus, as well as also “ Dixie’s Land,” 
altered to read, with a few variations, 

“IT wish ] was in Baltimore, 
Away,’ &.

‘THE BOMBARDMENT OF FORT SUMPTER. 


WE present to our readers this week, three engravings descrip- 
tive of the bombardment of Fort Sumpter, and the condition of 
that fort after Major Anderson’s evacuation with colors flying, 
drums beating and a roaring salute to his flag. These sketches 
have peculiar interest, from the fact that they were taken on the 
spot, the one at the time of the bombardment, the others imme- 
diately afterwards. ‘The sketch of the fight shows all the bat- 
teries which were in action and their exact positions. The 
sketches of the interior of Fort Sumpter after the bombardment 
exhibit how complete a wreck the fire of the batteries had made 
of that place, and how utterly untenable it was. Ihese sketches 
are worthy of a careful examination.

‘The passengers were made to 
get out, the crowd thronged into the cars and 
the engineer was compelled to take them to 
Gunpowder Bridge, where, while some took 
charge of the cars, others commenced the work 
of burning the bridge. It was fired in several 
places, and the destruction was very complete. 
On the way back they fired several other bridges, 
and completely destroyed the possibility of any 

railroad communication. 





Votvntrerers in EncoLanp Stormino A TOL- 
Gatr.—While the Fifth Kent Artillery Volun- 
teers were marching through Greenwich, one 
evening last month, they were stopped by the 
toll-collector of Deptford Creek Bridge, who re- 
fused to allow them to pass without paying toll 
as ordinary passengers. After some remon- 
strance by the commanding officer, which was 
unavailing, the latter consented to pay; but an- 
other difficulty was then raised by the collector 
objecting to ellow te corps to go through in 
military order, but imsisting upon their doing so 
singly, through the narrow wicket for foot pas- 
sengers, although there is no “tell-tale.”

&c. When the “charge” was made t):e collector 
tried to prevent the opening of tke gute, but on 
being overpowered ke struck at the Captuin, and 
knocked his busby off. The collector was, in 
return, ins‘antly knocked down by the Sergeant- 
Major of the corps. and the band marched right 
over him, the big drum and drummer tumbling 
on him. He was dragged on to the pathway by 
some of the bystanders, and on gaining his feet 
he followed the Captain, wpbraiding him roundly 
the while, until they met two policemen, who 
were requested by the collector to take the 
Captain into custecy, but they refused to do so.
